NEW YOBK, Jtily 18.—The Western 
Union Telegraph building caught fire at 
1 o'clock this morning. The battery 
room on the sixth floor, the operating 
room on the floor above and the restaur- 
ant on the ninth floor were completely 
destroyed and seven lives were miracu- 
lously saved. A few miiiutes before 
seven o'clock this morning the opera- 
tors began to arrive to go to work. 
About fifty men and young women had 
reached the operating room. A mes- 
senger boy named Mathews first saw a 
puff of jsmoke under a table in the 
checking department on the floor below 
the operating room. He had scarcely 
time to investigate the cause when a 
wooden table was in flames and the fire 
was "spreading With lightning 
like 
rapidity. He rushed up stairé to notify 
the new arrivals that the building was 
on fire. They were compelled to go 
through the checking department to go 
down 
stairs. 
A panic was the 
result of the messenger's warning, 
the young women screamed ahd the 
men rushed pell mell down stairs to es- 
cape the pursuing flames, which in lees 
than two minutes had spread through- 
out the entire checking department, 
burning up wires, instruments and 
lables as if they were so much tinder. 
The 
entire room, when the panio- 
stricken crowd passed through it, w as 
filled with a dense stifling smoke. They 
fell over each other in their wild efforts 
to reach a place of safety. 
The little 
messenger with an operator named 
Skidmoro were the only two persons 
who retained presence of u^^^^noagh 
to take in the awful situation. 'd?he boy 
rushed down stairs and out of the build- 
ing and sent in an alarm, while Skid- 
more got down a fire extinguisher and 
endeavored to quench the flames. > This 
he saw was impossible and he had to 
flee in a very few minutes. The flamçs 
ate through from floor to floor in short 
order. Just about this time it flashed 
upon the minds of the frightened per- 
sons who had escaped that there were 
seven others in the restaurant floor 
who had not been warned of their 
danger. All exit had by this "time been 
cut olf, but the imprisoned people suc- 
ceeded in reaching the roof through the 
trap door. Under the eaves of the big 
building the flames were shooting 
and the edifice seemed to be crowned 
with fire. When the great crowds of 
people on the streets saw the men and 
women rush out on the roof a ciy of 
horror went up, for it seemed impossi- 
ble that they could escape the fire burn- 
ing between 
them - and the street.- 
Screaming women on the roof wrung 
their hands and men cried out, "for 
God's sake do Bomejihmg to save us." 
The first engine had araved before the 
teirifying evènts transjpiring on the roof 
were made possible to the crowd gazing 
upward from Broadway. Soon a vol- 
ume of water was pouring into the burn- 
ing building and the sound of crackling 
and breaking timbers was added to the 
confusion of the scene. I n a few min- 
utes there were fourteen engines and 
hook and ladder companies and a water 
tower on the ground. Water poured in 
through the flaming windows and beat 
down upon the roof, but the flames 
were 
stubborn, in spite of the 
tons of water poured upon them. 
Still no efforts Imd been made to save 
the terrified men and women on the 
roof, who could be seen like spectres 
enveloped in smoke and mist. 
A long 
ladder was rushed upon the roof on 
Dey street and placed against the rear 
of the burning building. 
It did not 
reach within fifty feet of the roof of the 
big telegraph building. 
Undaunted, 
however, two firemen scaled the ladder. 
Leaving it at tbe top they threw a rope 
to the roof. It was caught and tied by 
one of the brave girl«, who seemed 
never to lose her nerve. The two fire- 
men pulled themselves up hand over 
hand until they reached the top and 
amid cheers from a thousand throats 
from below, they let the seven down to 
places of safety. It was accomplished 
jpst in time, for flames burst up through 
the cornice and soon enveloped the 
roof. The lower part of the building 
was caught by the flames. It was a 
beautiful, and at the same time a ter- 
rifying sight to see the fire shoot out 
from the windows around the entire 
building fully fifty feet and blow back, 
like great fiery tongues, to lick the roof 
of the building. The entire upper part 
of the building was gutted and every 
rendered uselees. 
At this' time the loss cannot be esti- 
mated, jsut it will be great. 
How the 
fiï^ (»rigisated no one seems to know 
positively, but it is surmised that two 


of the company's electric light wires 
became crossed and set the flooring on 
fire. Haid the flre broke out an hour 
later the loss of life might have been 
enormous. 
Fully 700 girls and men 
are employed on these two floors. 


The logp of the Telegraph company is 
very large and it will require a long 
time to replace the matérial. The l^ge 
switch board in the operating room 
alone cost a quarter of a million of dol- 
lars. The Associated Press loses instru- 
ments, iypewritexB, furniture and idl of 
its books, papers and records, dating 
from 1845 and a valuable reference 
library. This loss is irreparable. All 
of the materia for a history of the 
growth of the press in America, <»n- 
taibed in letters, books and fil^, is de- 
stroyed and can never be replaced. The 
money value is «^timated at $15,000. 
Thiere is no insurance. William Henry 
SmitJi is personally a heavy loser by the 
destruction of rare books and papers, 
many of which cannot be duplicated. 
The Telegraph company has divided its 
operating force among sub-officials at 
twenty-third street. New York, Jersey 
City, Brooklyn and Wahawkeen, from 
which business will be done tempor- 
arily. Meanwhile quarters are being 
prepared at the old Baltimore and Ohio 
office at 415 Broadway. The Associated 
Press is at the Pennsylvania depot, 
Jersey City. After to-morrow it will be 
at 415 Brt»dway. 
The United Press 
has courteously tendered its facilities 
during the break. 


The loss of the Western Union build- 
ing is estimated at nearly a quarter of a 
million. General Eckert eaya the loss 
to the Western Union will probably not 
exceed $100,000. 


K e w Process. 


Si. PATTL, Minn., inly 18.—G. A. 
Daguhe, of the Westinghouse Electric 
company, has been in Tower, Minn., at 
the iron mines for the last week, experi- 
menting with electricity and iron ore in 
the interest of his company. He de-, 
dares that he has discovered a process 
by which he can center the rays of an arc 
light^ upon a piece of iron ore, and 
thereby soften it to such a d ^ e e as to 
be able to work it with a greatly reduced 
amount of labor. It has not yet become 
known with what success his labors have 
been met.

Some of the membim of thestato 
board of charities were in the oiiy this 
week visiting the new ]&ome for the 
feeble-minded children here. 
Upon 
tiieir return to Indianapolis, Secretary 
Johnson was interviewed by an Indian- 
apolis Sentindl reporter, Who asked 
what' opinioii^ the board had formed. 
Mr. Johnson replied: "It is hard to 
say just yet. 
Mr. Blake and his charges 
have only, been there a v « ^ snd the 
excitement of moving natundly upset 
discipline for a time, but that, of cburse 
will be remedied. 
TheP building is 
good, being supplied with modern con- 
veniences, but there is not enough 
ground—only fifty-five acres. The loca- 
tion is not good, and thei^ is no shade 
and an insufficient supply of water. In 
the matter of grounds for public institu- 
tions I believe in the old lady's motto, 
*git a plenty while yer gittin,' cause it'll 
never be no cheaper.' There ought to 
have been 200 or 300 acres of ground in 
the original purchase, for it is only a 
matter of time untibmore will be neces- 
sary and then it will cost a good round 
sum to get it. There are 300 inmates 
now, and when a hospital building and 
three or four shop buildings are added, 
there will be room for 500. I expect to 
see the day when 1,500 children will be 
inmates of that institution. I base this 
statement on the census of 1880, Which 
showed 
that there were 4,000 feeble 
minded children in the state. 
This is 
comparatively a new work, and we may 
expect to see the number of inmates in- 
cWse largely each year, for several 
years at least. 
Perhaps 10 per 
cent, of them may be made citizens, 
who will go out into the world and 
make their way, while a large propor- 
tion of those who cannot be trusted out- 
side will prove self-supporting—tibat is, 
they will earn their keeping in the in- 
stitution. For instance, there is Jim 
Bradley, now an inmate, aged eighteen 
years, who can make shoes as well as 
anybody and earns more than the cost 
of his keeping, but he has such a tem- 
per that he would get into prison before 
he was out of the institution a week. 
There are many who aye mentally weak 
but physically strong, and, while they 
could never be anything in outside so- 
ciety, they cannot only be cared for 
without expense in the home, but can 
bo used to ^ood advantage. 
In addi<^ 
tion to Jim Bradley there are a lot of 
others who are at work in the shoe de- 
partment, and, under the direction of 
one skilled man from the outside, 
those 
boys 
last 
year 
made 
over 
twelve 
hundred 
pairs 
of shoes 
and mended 3,000 pairs. There are other 
trades, too, which they are taught as 
fast as the^ needs of the institution re- 
quire or make them feasible; then many 
of them are utih'zed as nurses for the 
helpless—all of which justifies the state 
in caring for them. I am in favor of 
limiting the age at which children shall 
be admitted to this home to sixteen 
years, and then it will be found that the 
number will increase faster than tbe 
facilities existing will give accommoda- 
tion. You see we are just beginning to 
find this class, and there are lots of them 
yet to be brought out of the woods.. I 
think time will show the neo^ityfor 
branch institutions, which can be self- 
sustainining. They should be run on 
the same principle as many of the poor 
farms of the state now are. The reports 
of the latter are now coming in, and it 
would surprise ydu to see how many of 
them are self-sustaining."

FIRE IN A BIG CITY ! 


lr Account of the Burning of 


the Western l;nlon Telegraph 


Building at New York. 


NEW YORK, Jnly 18.—Tho Western 


Union Telegraph building caught fire at 
7 o'clock this morning. The battery 
room on the sixth floor, the operating 
room on the floor above and the restaur- 
ant on the ninth floor were completely 
destroyed and seven lives were miracu- 
lously saved. A few minutes before 
seven o'clock this morning the opera- 
tors began to arrive to go to work. 
About fifty men and young women had 
reached tho operating room. A mes- 
senger boy named Mathews first saw a 
puff of .smoke under a table in the 
checking department on the floor below 
the operating room. He had scarcely 
time to investigate the cause when a 
wooden table was in flames and the fire 
was 'spreading with lightning like 
rapidity. He rushed up stairs to notify 
tho new arrivals that the building was 
on fire. They were compelled to go 
through the checking department to go 
down 
stairs. 
A 
panic 
was 
the 


result of tho messenger's warning, 
the young women screamed and the 
men rushed poll mell down stairs to es- 
cape the pursuing flames, which in lees 
than two minutes had 'spread through- 
out the entire checking department, 
burning up wires, instruments and 
lables as if they were so much tinder. 
Tho entire room, when the panic- 
stricken crowd passed through it, Mas 
filled with a dense stifling smoke. They

fell over each other in their wild efforts 
to reach a place of safety. 
The little 


messenger with an operator named 
Skidmoro were the only two persons 
who retained presence of i^^^eno 
to take in the awful situation." The boy 
rushed down stairs and out of the build- 
ing and sent in an alarm, while Skid- 
more got down a fire extinguisher and 
endeavored to quench the flames, > This 
he saw was impossible and he had to 
flee in a very few minutes. 
The flames 


ate through from floor to floor in shorl 
order. Just about this time it flashed 
upon the minds of the frightened per- 
sons who had escaped that there were 
seven others in the restaurant floor 
who had not been warned of their 
danger. All exit had by this "time been 
cut off, but tho imprisoned people suc- 
ceeded in reaching the roof through the 
trap door. Under the eaves of the big 
building 
the flames were shooting 


and tho edifice seemed to be crowned 
with fire. When the great crowds of 
people on tho streets saw the men oud 
women rush out on the roof a cry of 
horror went up; for it seemed impossi- 
ble that they could escape the fire burn- 
ing between them --and tho street/ 
Screaming women on the roof wrung 
their hands and men cried out, "for 
God's sake do something to save us." 
The first engine had arrived before the 
teirifying events transpiring on the roof 
were made possible to the crowd gazing 
upward from Broadway. Soon a vol- 
ume of water was pouring into the burn- 
ing building and the sound of crackling 
and breaking timbers was added to the 
confusion of the scene. In a few min- 
utes there were fourteen engines and 
hook and ladder companies and a water 
tower on the ground. Water poured in 
through tho flaming windows and bent 
down upon the roof, but the flames 
wero 
stubborn, in 
spite 
of 
the 


tons of water poured upon them. 
Still no efforts hnd been made to save 
tho terrified men and women on the 
roof, who could bo Eeen like spectres 
enveloped in smoke and mist. 
A long 


ladder was rushed upon the roof on 
Dey street and placed against the rear 
of the burning building. 
It did not 


reach within fifty feet of the roof of the 
big telegraph building. 
Undaunted, 


however, two firemen scaled the ladder. 
Leaving it at tho top they threw a rope 
to the roof. It was caught and tied by 
one of tho brave girls, who seemet 
never to lose her nerve. The two fire 
men pulled themselves up hand ove 
hand until they reached tho top and 
amid cheers from a thousand throats 
from below, they let the seven down to 
planes of safety. It was accomplishec 
just in time, for flames burst up through 
tho cornice and soon enveloped th 
roof. The lower part of the bnildinf 
was caught by tho flames. It was 
beautiful, and at the same time a ter 
rifyiug sight to see the firo shoot out 
from the windows around (he entire 
building fully fifty feet and blow back, 
like great fiery tongues, to lick the roof 
of the building. The entire upper part 
of the building was gutted and every 
inWnmefit and wire rendered useless. 
At this time the loss cannot bo esti- 
mated, but it will bo great. 
How the 


fire originated no one seems to know 
positively, but it is surmised that two 


of tho company's electric light wires 
Became crossed and set the flooring on 
fire. Had the fire broke out an hour 
later the loss of life might have been 
enormous. 
Fully 700 girls and men 


are employed on these two floors. 


The loss of the Telegraph company is 


very large and it will require a long 
time to replace tho material. Tho large 
switch board in the operating room 
alone cost a quarter of a million of dol- 
lars. The Associated Press loses instru- 
ments, typewriters, furniture and all of 
its books, papers and records, dating 
from 1845 and a valuable reference 
library. This loss is irreparable. 
All 


of the material for a history of the 
growth of the press in America, con- 
tained in letters, books and files, is de- 
stroyed and can never be replaced. The 
money value is estimated at 815,000. 
There is no insurance. William Henry 
Smith is personally a heavy loser by the 
destruction of rare books and papers, 
many of which cannot be duplicated. 
The Telegraph company has divided its 
operating force among sub-officials at 
twenty-third street, New York, Jersey 
City, Brooklyn and Wahawkeen, from 
which business will be done tempor- 
arily. Meanwhile quarters are being 
prepared at the old Baltimore and Ohio 
office at 415 Broadway. The Associated 
Press is at tho Pennsylvania depot, 
Jersey City. After to-morrow it will be 
at 415 Broadway. 
The United Press 


has courteously tendered its facilities 
during tho break. 


The loss of the Western Union build- 


ing is estimated at nearly a quarter of a 
million. General Eckert rays tho loss 
to the Western Union will probably not 
exceed 8100,000.

feeble-minded children here. 
Upon 


their return to Indianapolis, Secretary 
Johnson was interviewed by an Indian- 
apolis Sentinel reporter, who asked 
what opinion- the board had formed. 
Mr. Johnson replied: "It is hard to 
say just yet. Mr. Blake and his charges 
have only been there a week, and the 
excitement of moving natnrally upset 
discipline for a time, but that, of course 
will be remedied. 
The building is 


good, being supplied with modern con- 
veniences, but there is not enough 
ground—only fifty-five acres. The loca- 
tion is not good, and there is no shade 
and an insufficient supply of water. In 
the matter of grounds for public institu- 
tions I believe in the old lady's motto, 
'git a plenty while yer gittin,' cause it'll 
never be no cheaper.' There ought to 
have been 200 or 300 acres of ground in 
the original purchase, for it is only a 
matter of time until more will be neces- 
sary and then it will cost a good round 
sum to got it. There ore 300 inmates 
now, and when a hospital building and 
three or four shop buildings are added, 
there will be room for 500. I expect to 
see the day when 1,500 children will be 
inmates of that institution, I base this 
statement on the census of 1880, "which 
showed that there were 4,000 feeble 
minded children in the state. This is 
comparatively a new work, and we may 
expect to see the number of inmates in- 
crease largely each year, for several 
years 
at 
least. 
Perhaps 10 per 


cent, of them may be made citizens, 
who will go ont into the world and 
make their way, while a large propor- 
tion of those who cannot be trusted out- 
side will prove self-supporting—that is, 
they will earn their keeping in the in- 
stitution. For instance, there is Jim 
Bradley, now an inmate, aged eighteen 
years, who can make shoes as well as 
anybody and earns more than the cost 
of his keeping, but he has such a tem- 
per that he would get into prison before 
he was out of the institution a week. 
There are many who are mentally weak 
but physically strong, and, while they 
could never be anything in outside so- 
ciety, they cannot only be cared for 
without expense in the home, but can 
boused to:good advantage. 
In addi- 


tion to Jim Bradley there are a lot of 
others who ore at work in the shoo de- 
partment, and, under the direction of 
one skilled man from 
the outside, 


those 
boy*? 
last jear made over 


twelve 
hundred 
pairc 
of 
shoes 


and mended 3,000 pairs. There ore other 
trades, too, which they are taught as 
fast as the* needs of the institution re- 
quire or make them feasible; then many 
of them are utilized as nurses for the 
helpless—all of which justifies the state 
in caring for them. I an in favor of 
limiting the age at which children shall 
bo admitted to this home to sixteen 
years, and then it will bo found that the 
number will increase faster than the 
facilities existing will give accommoda- 
tion. You see we are just beginning to 
find this class, and there are lots of them 
yet to be brought ont of the woods, I 
think time will show the necessity for 
branch institutions, which can boself- 
sustainming. They should be run on 
tho same principle as many of the poor 
farms of tho state now are. The reports 
of tho latter are now comiug in, and it 
would surprise you to see how many of 
them are self-sustaining."
